Photography  classes  are 
now  being  enrolled  at  the 
South  Shore  Art  Center  at  103 
Ripley  Road.  The  spring  term 
of  eight  classes  begins  Mon- 
day. April  9 and  is  taught  by 
Linda  Wasko  for  Beginners  on 
Monday  evenings  and  Inter- 
mediate/Advanced students 
on  Tuesday  evenings. 

Beginners  will  learn  how 
their  camera  works,  how  to 
develop  and  print,  how  to 
compose  a go^  photograph 
and  how  to  work  toward  a finer 
print.  In  the  Intermediate/ 
Advanced  class  students  will 
concentrate  on  developing  a 
finer  print,  they  will  concen- 
trate on  sequences,  explore 
tone-line  separation,  solariza- 
tion.  high-contrast  prints, 
montage  and  other  topics. 

Both  classes  will  be  taught 
with  a lecture-critique-demon- 
stration method  with  separate 
time  scheduled  in  the  Center 
darkroom  to  complete  assign- 
ments between  classes. 

Ms.  Wasko  is  a professional 
photographer  who  teaches  at 
Chamberlain  Junior  College, 
MIT  and  the  Copley  Society. 
Her  work  has  b^n  exhibited 
in  Boston  at  the  Prudential 
Center,  Boston  City  Hall  and 
most  recently  at  the  Art 
Complex  in  Duxbury.
